WHAT DOES MIKOYAN WANT? 

While Soviet Deputy Anastas Mlkoyan Is 
out ealllvantlng around the United States, 
the guesswork goes on as to what the real 
-purposes of luVtrlp are. 

Certainly he did not come here to give 
away anything. His brief comments to news- 
men on the. Berlin situation suggest the 
Kremlin will not back off from Its position- 
that the West get out— unless It gets some 
kind of face-saver In return.

BUYING AND EARNING A DIPLOMA 

California has a law making It a felony to sell a 
college diploma, also to buy one. It Is difficult to see 
how the law will be enforced, since there is no sharp 
line of demarcation between outright sale of a dl' 
ploma and granting one with an insufficient amount 
of worlc to Justify It. 

It Is unfair to subject a man who has spent 
good part of his life getting a Ph.D. degree to com 
potltlon-Irom a, "dootor* who paid $25 (or his title 
.But the standard colleges and universities have let 
tho bars down for this sort of thing by running 
"diploma mill" themselves. 

So long as there are many holders of college de 
grees who can't spell or write the English languagi 
correotly, It is going to be easy for a diploma mill to 
do business In California and elsewhere. 

The trouble gets back to the lock of preparation In 
high school. Many colleges and universities today 
have largely turned their freshman classes over to 
Instruction in basic English,, mathematics and science 
that should have been done In. high school. So long 
as the college Is under a one-year handicap, it can 
not be expected to maintain a high standard In its 
degrees given for four, five or six years' work. 
Competition among colleges to enter new fields of

Under the draft charter, made 
available to tho United Press Inter- 
national, the United States proposes 
formation of a two-sided bank. 

One, capitalized at 700 million dol- 
lars, would make hard currency loans 
and would follow strict banking 
principles. The United ^tatc5_would 
contribute 300 million dollars to "the 
authorized capital of this division. 
It would pay ISO million dollars in 
cash over a period of three years, 
arid the remainder would be on call. 

The second section of the bank 
would be capitalized at 150 million 
dollars and would make soft loans 
(those repayable In local currencies) 
The United States proposes to con- 
trlbuto 10 0 million dollars to this 
section.

"^Dr. Walton C. Gregory. North 
Carolina State college, planted his 
radioactive peanuts In North Caro- 
lina and Virginia and harvested one 
of Ihe nations most significant de- 
velopments in the peaceful use o[ 
atomic energy. 

New Peanut Is Superior 

He developed a.ncw variety of pea- 
nut" superior lrv many ways-to. those 
now being grown. But more than 
that, his experiments, over a lu-ycar 
period, represented one of the first 
times that an improved strain of 
any living thing has been developed 
through atomic rescorch In this 
country. , , 

Whot happened to those original 
peanut seeds In a lew minutes spent 
in an atomic laboratory at Oalc 
Kidge, Tenrj.. wouldn't happen in 
thousands of years In' the field, 
according to Gregory's calculations. 

The powerful X-rays shot through 
50 pounds of peanut seed produced, 
by the third or fourth generation, 
almost every conceivable type of 
peanut. 

Many Varieties Made 

There were dwarfs and steriles; 
lilgh-ylelders and low-yleldcfi' Erect 
plants and prostrate plants. Some 
of them curled; others were maimed. 
Somo plants were .highly - disease- 
resistant; others-were c£tsy victims 
""" to" the common peanut diseases. ■ 

It all came from the genes In the 
peanuts— the elements which dctcr- 
mlncheredity characteristics. -The 
atomic rays had upset them.
